A PLAY to celebrate Black History 
Month - written by and starring 
the teacher - has been unveiled at 
a Greenwich primary school. 

Taking to the stage as a double take of 
Ella Fitzgerald in gold sequinned dress, 
Sharon Foster wowed GT at a sneak 
preview of Black Heroes: The Musical, 
at Kidbrooke Park school. 

Figureheads portrayed in the show 
varied from well-known political and 
sports icons like Martin Luther King 
and Michael Jordan, to lesser known 
inventors and scientists like Lewis 
Howard Latimer and Garrett Morgan.

The teacher at the school on Hargood

Youngsters who took part in the show 
stopping performance spoke about 
some of their heroes of the play’s title. 

“Mary Seacole helped many soldiers in 


the Crimean War,” said Bola Oyetade, nine. 
“And Rosa Parks is a role model. She 
wouldn’t give up her seat on a bus and got 
arrested for it.” 

Ten-year-old Kelecha Chukwuadinulo added: 
“Martin Luther King changed the world from 
all the racism to how it is today.”

invitation to get stuck 
into the national ‘Time 
to Change’ programme. 
In fact, no-one really 
had time to change for 
the impromptu rounders 
match on Blackheath 
between the Ormiston 
All Stars and 
Westcombe Wanderers.

They 
are fantastic people 
doing a wonderful job. 

“I used to be in creative 
jobs, like window 
dressing, but I much 
prefer this. All of us get 
down at some point or 
other and MIND is there 
for people to speak to 
over a cup of tea or take 
part in events like this.”

Libby Agate has been 
with MIND for 16 years. 
She said: “The whole 
thing about today is to 
end stigma and 
discrimination. That’s 
where MIND does really 
well, I think, because we 
don’t do ‘us and them’. 
It’s vital for people to 
feel comfortable when 
they visit MIND.” 

Admin worker Adeola 
Morris added: “Very few 
people get upset when 
they come to MIND 
because they 
instinctively know that 
we understand where 
they’re at. It’s very 
relaxed and that’s why 
people come.” 

Some 250 people use 


MIND services every 
week. Libby said: “We 
run lots of different 
things. We have drop- 
ins, we do all kinds of 
counselling, relaxation, 
art and music therapy. 
“We are also a user-led 
organisation. People 
who use the services get 
elected on to our 
management committee. 
We’re here to give 
people a sense of 
community and a sense 
of moving forward in 
their lives without being 
stigmatised at all.”

This feels SO good! 

Hundreds get out 
and on the move 
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A master at promoting chess

THERE’S no way Richard Pittman 
Weekes the Second can be checked 
in his ambitions, mates! The man 
with the memorable name is 
passionate...about teaching chess. 

It was only in March, 2006, that the 
former minicab driver, who was 
named after his father, decided to 
risk a career change and “go for it”. 

He made his opening gambit by 
approaching his nearest community 
centre - Glyndon in Raglan Road, 
Plumstead - to see if they’d let him set 
up a trial class. Now, just over three 
years on, the dad-of-three is coaching 
a total of 250 children aged six to 14 
not only right across Greenwich but 
in the neighbouring boroughs too. 

His local timetable is awesome. On 
Mondays it’s Greenslade and Charlton 
Manor primary schools, followed by 
Walpole Estate, Woolwich, in the 
evening. On Tuesdays Richard’s at 
Wingfield primary at lunchtime, and 
on Wednesdays he’s back at Charlton 
Manor before moving on to 
Millennium primary on the 
Peninsula. Thursdays he’s busy in 
another borough, and he spends all 
day on Fridays at South Rise Primary 
in Plumstead, followed by late 
afternoon at Glyndon Community 
Centre. 

“On Saturdays, I’m in another 
borough,” said Richard. “Sunday is 
my day off to spend time with the 
family and carry on with my DIY on 



the house.” 

The avid chessman dreams of 
staging a major Greenwich- wide 
celebration of the game in the not- 
too-distant future. He’s aiming for 
serious talks with the council in the 
next few weeks. 

He’s utterly convinced that chess- 
coaching significantly bolsters 
children’s thought-processes, self- 
confidence and social skills right 
from an early age. 

He said: “I tell them: ‘You are all 
smart, but if you want to become 
smarter, just listen and concentrate - 
because then you’re giving the 
information more of an opportunity 
to get into your brain and stay there, 
and information you retain will help 
you get higher marks in your tests.’ “

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He also makes the point that, once 
you’ve mastered the chess-moves, 
you can play the game anywhere and 
with anyone in the world, without 
even knowing your opponent’s 
language. 

Of economic necessity, Richard 
was minicabbing while his kids were 
growing up. “But I was also 
browsing the charity shops and 
picking up chess-sets,” he told GT. 
“It’s my preferred way of donating to 
good causes. One day my partner, 
Valerie, said: ‘Look at all these sets - 
under the settee, in the cupboard. 
Why don’t you start a chess-club?’ 
This is all her fault!” 

Richard is keen to promote Kent 
Junior Chess Association which 
works all over this part of London 
and the south east. 

They’re planning to stage their 
second annual “Grand Prix Series” 
competition at Eltham College in 
Mottingham Lane on November 8 
and Richard aims to enter half-a- 
dozen of his young pupils for the 
very first time. 

And, in his dreams, who would he 
most like to pit his wits against? 
“Well, that would have to be Maurice 
Ashley, the first African/ American 
to get the ‘Grand Master’ title in the 
world, followed by ex-boxer Lennox 
Lewis, and, if he wasn’t available 
either, then the actor Will Smith.”

‘The best place’ 
that’s growing 
stronger every year

I T’S just grown and grown since 
it started simply as a toy library 
in “somebody’s home” back in 
1973. The all-inclusive project, 
available for both able-bodied and 
disabled visitors to enjoy, is currently 
based in Ferranti Close on Woolwich’s 
Westminster Industrial Estate. But the 
storeroom and offices have to be turned 
into impromptu meeting rooms or play- 
therapy workshops almost every day of 
the week. 

Meanwhile, staff and the users - many 
on crutches or in wheelchairs - are 
forever squeezing past each other down 
the narrow corridor. 

Deborah Cavill, the home-visiting co- 
ordinator, who hosted the birthday 
party with her colleague Helen 
Maunsell, the network co-ordinator, 
told GT: “We’ve moved five times since 
we started - and we’ve outgrown the 
space again. We’re also busier than 
ever. 

“Our outreach service goes all over 
the borough. We’re already in 18 out of 
the 23 children’s centres, and we’re 
about to open in both Discovery 
Primary school in Thamesmead and at 
the Waterways in Thamesmead 
Moorings - not to mention opening new 
regular weekly sessions at both The 
Slade Community Centre, Plumstead, 
and at Cardwell children’s centre in 
Woolwich.” 

It’s not just about borrowing toys and 
equipment any more. GTLLA has been 
running a project for young people aged 
14 to 19 with disabilities since 2006. The 
group meets every Thursday (term time 
only) from 6pm-9pm and transport is 
available. 

A new Saturday play club (also term 
time only) for disabled children aged 
seven to 13 is also starting up, thanks to 
funding from the Aiming High for 
Disabled Children’ initiative. Transport 
available. 

Mayor of Greenwich Allan MacCarthy 
and the local MPs were invited to join in 
the birthday celebrations. Nick 
Raynsford, MP for Greenwich and 
Woolwich, told GT: “It’s a wonderful 
place! It’s really impressive to see what 
the toy library has been able to achieve 
over the years. It has grown 
phenomenally in response to local 


needs - and just continues to expand!” 

The Mayor told us: “I haven’t had a 
chance to come here before. It’s a 
fantastic project and I hadn’t realised 
that this toy library here in Greenwich 
was one of the first of its kind in the 
country. 

“It’s a really important, well-used 
organisation - making such a positive 
difference to so many people’s lives.” 

Sam Goncalves, from New Eltham, 
was enjoying the celebrations with her 
11-year-old son Shane, who is blind and 
also has cerebral palsy. Sam said: “We 
heard about this place from Shane’s 
paediatrician. The library was based at 
The Forum@Greenwich community 
centre then.” 

Shane started having hip surgery 
from the age of five when he was in 
plaster from his chest to his toes. He has 
just undergone reconstruction on his 
left hip, along with some bone grafts. 

The toy library has a special seat with 
straps among its stock and also extra-

large bean bags which have helped him 
get more comfortable at home. Mum 
said: “Both of these pieces of 
equipment would cost around £350 each 
to buy.” 

Stella Ekelie, from Plumstead 
Common, said : “Wow! This toy library 
is just the best place.” Stella has eight- 
year-old twins, Lewis and Chloe, and 
Lewis is autistic. 

Mum said: “I heard about this library 
from Sure Start. My son is very active 
and the toys here help to stimulate him. 
He particularly loves getting into the 
cars. My daughter likes the books and 
the dolls. I’ve met a lot of other parents 
here. I’d have crashed if I hadn’t had the 
toy library. I could go on and on and on 
about this place. Thank God for them!”

Picture perfect 

Local artists’ new exhibition of work is on display next month. 
Scene caught up with them at their Greenwich home studio 


TWO painters who 
k have dedicated 

their lives to art 
have a new 
~ ^ exhibition 
opening next month. 

Soulmates Terry Scales and 
Christiana Angelini have 
amassed a staggering 600 
canvasses at their Greenwich 
home, which doubles as a 
studio. Cristiana has the front 
room and Terry the back, and 
though the pair admit there is 
little space for living, their 
passion for painting has kept 
the Prior Street property full 
and vibrant for over four 
decades. 

“People come here and they say 
‘But where do you live?’” 
Christiana told Scene. “ But I 
enj oy painting more than ever - 1 
can’t stop! It is something that is 
compulsory.” 

And the benefits keep the 
seasoned painters young, she 
added. “If you change and go 
forward you stay alive, if you 
don’t, you get complacent. Art 
is energy.” The exhibition of 
new works is on display at the 
Paul McPherson Gallery in East 
Greenwich, and Christiana’s 
other half, Terry, has been 
behind an easel even longer 
than she has. 

“I started painting in 1947,” he 
said. “I was evacuated to Devon 
during the war, and that first 
got me interested in painting. 
“I’d come from Bermondsey, 
which was very industrial, and 
being in the countryside in 
Devon got me into painting. I 
was looking at the trees and 
thinking how beautiful nature

was in relation to London,” he 
added. But for Terry, post-war 
London was a grim prospect 
after five years in rural heaven. 
“When I came back to London I 
was absolutely horrified, and 
my father couldn’t understand 
me because I spoke with a 
Devon accent!” 

From a long line of river people - 
and through working on the 
docks - Terry’s paintings 
became obsessed with the 
Thames. 

“I became aware that the only 
place that had any space that I 
could see was the Thames. 

Since then it’s been an off 
relationship, but I usually do 
come back to the river in some 
form.” The exhibition is on from 
November 2 -14, and it’s a long 


time since Terry sold his first 
painting. 

“I went to Camberwell College 
of Art, and by 16 I’d already sold 
some paintings to the tutors,” 
he added. 

The pair’s painting styles differ 
greatly, with Terry preferring a 
more figurative approach, while 
Christiana portrays a more 
serene slice of life. 

“I love nature,” she said of the 
numerous vistas that adorn the 
walls of her small studio. “I find 
it different every time I look at it 
and see something I haven’t 
discovered yet. It is very 
challenging as well.” 

Her landscapes and seascapes 
are a celebration of the British 
countryside in all its 
chameleonic glory. 


“Everywhere you go in England 
is totally different. It is so 
beautiful and changing all the 
time,” she added. 

And there is nothing that could 
drag the artist back to her 
native Tuscany. 

“I absolutely love it here - 
people say ‘In Italy we have blue 
skies,’ but I say ‘Ah, it’s boring.’”

Ghostly goings-on in the heart of old Greenwich 


GREENWICH has a rich and varied history, 
but there is a dark side that few people 
know about. 

Shedding light on some of the area’s most 
dastardly deeds and scary mysteries are 
the Greenwich Tour Guides Association 
Ghost Walks, which take place around the 
area at Halloween. Hosting the hour-long 
walks in the old town centre and beyond on 
October 30, 31, and Nov 13, Margaret - 
whose second name remains shrouded in 
secrecy - told Scene: “There are a few dark 
and spooky places in Greenwich and the 
river holds many macabre secrets which 
will be revealed on the walks." And the 


guides won’t be sugaring the pill when it 
comes to the gory details of the gruesome 
secrets hidden beneath the cobbled 
streets. “All the stories we tell as we walk 
around are authentic," Margaret added. “If 
we tell of a murder we know all the facts." 
But one of the biggest mysteries is where 
the walk actually starts from. 

“When people phone up and book we 
reveal the starting location," she said. “It 
keeps the yobs out." Some of the more 
touristy London walks can be tacky, but 
Scottish Margaret’s walks are more real- 
wood, than Hollywood veneer. “We don’t 
leap out from behind a shed or turn up 


covered in blood," she said. “We do little 
bits of history that lead into the stories 
that you don’t hearabout in normal 
history. Like the one about the sad death of 
an innocent 16-year-old in the heart of 
Greenwich in the 19th century...” 

The walks are serious but enjoyable, and if 
you’re not a big walker don’t be put off by 
the walk’s one-and-a-quarter-hour 
duration. “We’re not walking constantly 
for the whole time, it’s walking and 
stopping - it’s not a hike!"

highlights include collaborations

The singer’s super smooth vocals, 
classic song choices and exciting 
collaborations are sure to make 
‘Crazy Love’ hugely popular with 
his legions of female fans. Buble 
claimed that the album is an 
autobiographical one, selecting 
each track based on personal 
experiences or reflecting an 
element of truth in his life. This 
comes across both lyrically and 
musically, adding passion and 
intensity and helping to make it an 
honest and effortless record.

Theatre double shot 


THE English language in full 
flow is a joy to behold, and it was 
showcased in all its glory when 
Greenwich Theatre laid on 
productions of Dr Faustus and School for 
Scandal. 

Classic plays are something of an 
acquired taste, and an introduction to the 
likes of Marlowe, Sheridan, Jonson or 
Wilde handled in the wrong way can send 
interest spiralling into a fit of apathy. 
Greenwich Theatre’s answer was to 
produce a selection of classic plays, all of 
which are also current A Level texts, 
perform them for a standard theatrical 
run, and film the final two performances 
to DVD for use as a classroom tool. 

Or, in the words of the theatre’s director 
James Haddrell, “the project is an ideal 
way to enhance the learning experience 
for young people unable to attend a live 
performance, and offer a bridge into 
theatre attendance in the future.” 

The pioneering idea, with 12 actors and 20 
crew members producing two complicated 
and contrasting plays concurrently, saw 
me take to my seat, unsure about what to 
expect. The first production of the day was 
Dr Faustus, Christopher Marlowe’s dark 
thriller depicting a man who sells his soul 
to the devil in return for power and 
knowledge. 

Faustus was played by Gareth Kennerley, 
who brought the character’s frustration 
and greed to life with a charm and 
reasoning that brilliantly aided the 
audience in understanding why any man 
would sell his soul. Kennerley was ably 
assisted throughout Faustus’s journey by 
Tim Treloar, playing the devil 
Mephistopheles. Treloar’s guile beautifully 
counterbalanced Kennedy’s intensity with

a humour and intelligence that ensured 
the audience were nailed to their seats 
throughout. Faustus was written almost 
like a duologue between the doctor and 
Mephistopheles, and both Kennerley and 
Treloar should be congratulated for their 
performances and ensuring the play was 
an intense experience throughout. 

After a short recess I returned to the 
auditorium for the second show of the day, 
School for Scandal - a comedy of manners 
written in 1777 by Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan - a world away from the 
surroundings of Dr Faustus and 
Christopher Marlowe. 

School for Scandal was a deftly performed 
ensemble piece, with stand-out 
performances from Adam Redmore and 
Samuel Collings as brothers Joseph and 
Charles. The dress was fantastic, and 
designer Neil Irish, whose costumes were 
a blend of inspiration between the late 
1700s and the 1980s, brought a vibrant 
extra dimension to the performance. 
However, for all the quirks that School for 
Scandal held, it was not until the second 
act that the audience warmed to Elizabeth 
Freestone’s all-too-faithful retelling. Once 
hooked however, the there was a rip- 
roaring reaction to the comical scenes 
from the attentive audience.

And they’re an important part 
of the modern game. 

Town had made the brighter 
start, going close twice through 
Lee Novak’s lob and Gary 
Roberts’ snapshot, when they 
fell behind to an early sucker 
punch. 

Therry Racon’s industry won a 
left wing corner off Lee Peltier, 
Matthew Spring swung the 
flagkick on to the penalty spot, 
from where a criminally 
unmarked Sam Sodje buried an 
unstoppable header past Alex 
Smithies. Charlton had the 
perfect, if somewhat 
undeserved, start. 

The West Yorkshiremen were 
hard to discourage, even harder 
to contain. Novak narrowly 
cleared the bar with a 
speculative effort, before 
Michael Collins turned sharply 
to fire dangerously wide. 

Spring’s foul on Collins gave 
Anthony Pilkington the 
opportunity to test Rob Elliot 
with a wickedly dipping free 
kick from 30 yards, while 
serving Charlton with a 
warning they disastrously 
ignored. 

Again Spring fouled Collins, 
but this time Pilkington's 
cleverly curled 30-yard free kick, 
from the opposite side of goal, 
beat Elliot comprehensively on 
its way into the net off the right 
post. Town’s equaliser was 
richly deserved and they 


seemed ideally placed, at the 
interval, to bid for victory. Just 
four minutes after resumption, 
unhappily, their vulnerability to 
setpieces again proved their 
undoing. 

An over-aggressive challenge 
by Antony Kay on Nicky Bailey 
in the centre circle conceded a 
needless free kick, which 
admirable veteran Christian 
Dailly launched optimistically 
into the visitors’ box. At the far 
post, Sodje nodded back for Izale 
McLeod to plant a deliberate 
header across Smithies and 
inside the right sidenetting. 
Neither Sodje nor McLeod was 
remotely inconvenienced by 
defensive marking in combining 
for the goal. 

While Town were still reeling, 
Smithies averted further 
disaster by brilliantly tipping 
Nathan Clarke’s wildly errant 
header over the bar. Racon 
should have finished them off 
but delayed too long in 
converting Lloyd Sam's 
measured through pass and was 
smothered by Peter Clarke’s 
fine recovery tackle. 

It was too early to know at the 
time but Huddersfield's best 
chance had gone anyway. Their 
prospects were hardly improved 
by the second half return of 
Jose Semedo in place of Spring, 
whose booking late in the first 
half persuaded Phil Parkinson 
he was expendable. Semedo’s 
influence was immediate, his 
commonsense attitude calming 


and reassuring. The Portuguese 
holding midfielder’s protracted 
good health will be key to 
Charlton’s chances. 

Not that the Terriers were 
ready to quit. They continued 
their entertaining contribution 
to an end-to-end encounter (“a 
proper game of football”, 
according to a delighted 
Parkinson), last week's 19 year- 
old hat-trick hero Jordan 
Rhodes failing, by inches, to 
convert Roberts’ cross at the far 
post, then shooting wastefully 
at Elliot's legs (“he's still a 
puppy”, conceded Clark, young 
enough himself at 36 to know 
one when he sees one) but the 
Addicks survived a spirited 
onslaught to emerge with three 
priceless points.

Initiatives being 
taken to combat 
under-age drinking 


NEW campaign 
targeting young 
people to promote 
safe drinking and 
responsible 
behaviour has been launched 
by Greenwich Council and the 
police. 

It aims to reduce under-age 
drinking and the anti-social 
behaviour and crime that often 
accompanies it. 

In the third of our four 4-page 
specials, Greenwich Time 
brings you the latest on the bid 
to tackle these growing 
problems. 

The council is revving up its 
efforts to confront and deal with 
young people who are involved 
in alcohol-related anti-social 
behaviour. 

It's the council's response to 
increasing evidence of the 
impact drinking is having on 
young people's long ana short- 
term health as well as their 
chance of being involved in 
risky situations when drunk. 

The new measures being taken 
include: 

• Extra patrols by Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams to 
confiscate alcohol from 
young people found 
drinking in public spaces. 

• Youth workers targeting 
young people in areas of 
concern. 

• Improvements to the 
environment of young

• Raising the awareness of 
and making available 
positive youth activities and 

rogrammes across the 
orough. 

• Highlighting the health risks 
to young people who binge 
drink. 

• Offering guidance and 
support to parents if they are 
concerned about their cnild 
drinking under-age. 

• Test purchases of alcohol at 
off-licences and corner 
shops and possible 
convictions to address the 
sale of alcohol to underage 
people. 

The council is adopting a three- 


pronged approach of 
enforcement, education and 
exciting activities. 

Enforcement measures include 
police and Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams 
approaching young people 
who drink in public to 
confiscate any alcohol. 

Each team will pay particular 
attention to the areas in their 
wards where youths gather and 
consume alconol and those 
stopped will be required to give 
their names and addresses. 

The police and trading 
standards will also monitor the 
sale of alcohol to those who are 
under aae. If an outlet is caught 
selling alcohol to under-age 
young people, the council will 
consider reviewing its licence 
after one offence. 

Education will help young 
people and their parents to be 
more aware of the risks of 
drinking alcohol and they will 
be urged to take more 
responsibility for their drinking. 
Positive activities, such as sport, 
will be targeted in areas of 
concern to help remove young 
people realise that drinking is 
not the only option. 

The council is acting because 
national statistics show that 
although the proportion of 
teenagers who drink regularly 
is falling, those who do drink 
are consuming much more than 
before. 

Worrying figures also highlight 
that many young people start 
drinking from a very young aae 
which can cause serious health 
problems. For example, new 
evidence shows that binge 
drinking - consuming large 
quantities of alcohol over a 
short time to deliberately get 
drunk - can impair adolescent 
brain development. 

Those who drink too much can 
put themselves and others at 
risk. For example, alcohol can 
contribute to unacceptable 
behaviour by young people that 
can cause problems in the 
community through anti-social 
behaviour or crime. 



Gym 

How Jake got the 
better of drink... 


Jake Rogers remembers 
when he regularly drank 
too much with his mates. 
Between the ages of 16 and 
17 he took part in drinking 
sessions in local parks on 
Friday and Saturday nights 
and drank to excess at 
parties. 

“The run up to 18 is the 
worst time for young 
people because they can’t 
get into pubs and clubs,” 
said Jake, now 18, who lives 
on the Horn Park estate in 
Lee. 

“At that time I was 
drinking the most. I would 
drink a whole bottle of 
vodka mixed with coke 
with my mates at parties 
and often be sick or have a 
hangover afterwards. 

“This happened a couple 
of times a month and my 
parents never knew 
because I stayed the night 
with my mates. 

“When I was younger and 
we got together to drink in 
parks I would ask random 
people to go into a petrol 
station or a shop to buy 
beer or vodka. Now, if I was 
asked by a stranger to buy 
alcohol for a younger 
person I would definitely 
say no. 


“I think when you’re a 
young teenager you get a 
buzz out of doing 
something that you know 
you shouldn’t be doing and 
wouldn’t be allowed to do if 
your parents knew about it. 
Even if I didn’t really want 
to drink, I’d do it because I 
knew I shouldn’t really be 
doing it and it would wind 
up the adults.” 

“I knew it was the wrong 
thing but for some reason I 
didn’t care. But now I do, 
even though I couldn’t tell 
you how many units of 
alcohol there are in a pint 
of lager.” 

Jake found it relatively 
easy to stop drinking 
alcohol because, he says, he 
didn’t drink every night: 
“For me, it was a case of 
finding something else to 
do with my time and 
finding another interest,” 
revealed the part-time 
labourer. 

“I paid £20 a month to join 
a gym and decided to get fit 
and leave my unhealthy 
lifestyle behind and I 
haven’t looked back. Some 
of my mates still drink a 
lot but I don’t want to wake 
up with a hangover like I 
used to have sometimes.”

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Growing problem 

GREENWICH Council is acting to help 
young people to understand the effects 
of drinking alcohol at a young age 
because statistics showthat: 

• Drinking at an early age is linked to 
increased likelihood of a lifetime of 
alcoholism and other problems 
including anti-social behaviourand 
drug abuse. 

• Most alcohol drunk by young people is 
from their own home, with or without 
parental consent. 

• The worst offenders are 1 5-year-old 
girls who drink more than boys at the 
same age. 


Tips for parents 


CHILDREN who 
first use alcohol 
at home, and 
learn about its 
effects from 
parents, are less 
likely to misuse 
alcohol than 
those who start 
drinking outside 
the home and 
experiment with 
theirfriends. 

So, the earlier 
you start talking 
to your children 
about alcohol, the 
better. 

• The effects of 
alcohol often 
appear in soaps, 
films and news 
broadcasts and 
these are good 
opportunities to 
raise the topic. 

• Don’t 

concentrate on 
just the physical 
effects, but 
discuss how 
drinking too much 
can affect the 
ability to make 


decisions and get 
into situations 
you would usually 
avoid. 

• Look at your 
own drinking.

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them too. It’s about setting an 
example to children even if you’re a 
parent who drinks.” 

Diana and the two other specialists 
work alongside the A&E doctors. 
“While they are busy treating the 
patient we might be speaking to the 
parents before having a chat and 
building trust with the young 
person.” 

Dr Yasmin Kapadia, a consultant 
in emergency medicine, is one of the 
doctors who treats intoxicated 
young people when they’re taken to 
Queen Elizabeth, usually by car, 
driven by a family member or 
friend, or by ambulance. 

“It’s not just at weekends I see 
young people come in to A&E who 
have had too much alcohol. When I 
was working one night a few weeks 
ago you wouldn’t have thought it 
was a weekday.” 

“Apart from the effect of alcohol 
on the body, we treat injuries where 
they might have been involved in a 
fight or cuts and wounds where they 
may have fallen over because they 


have had too much to drink. Their 
state can be anything from slightly 
intoxicated to comatose, but these 
are often on drugs too or they’ve 
been in an accident or are the victim 
of an assault. 

“We rarely see a young person who 
is comatose purely down to alcohol 
but that’s not to say it doesn’t 
happen.” 

Physical response of the body to 
being intoxicated when you’re 
young is more exaggerated than 
when you’re older. “The young body 
is less able to deal with alcohol, 
physically and emotionally. Alcohol 
is a sedative and numbs pain and so 
we often see injuries in this age 
group that are quite disturbing,” 
said Dr Kapadia. 

“They come in with more serious 
injuries than we would otherwise 
expect if they weren’t intoxicated. 
They’re unaware they may have 
deep cuts and wounds that are often 
dirty if they’ve fallen over. It’s very 
worrying that nationally we’re 
seeing more young adults in their 


early twenties having alcohol- 
related liver problems such as 
hepatitis, pancreatitis and cirrhosis 
as a result of chronic alcohol abuse 
from a young age, such as 13. 

“We’d rather not have any 
intoxicated young people in here in 
the first place, but for that to 
happen we need greater education 
about the dangers of alcohol in our 
schools.” 

Diana is saddened when she sees 
young lives being wasted. She said: 
“They often feel they have no way 
out of their heavy drinking. Their 
mates might be doing it and it’s 
become a habit. It might also be a 
way of blocking problems from their 
minds. They’re certainly not 
thinking about their future and 
that’s very sad. 

“My job is to motivate them to get 
help and get out of that way of 
thinking before it’s too late and they 
end up as a 30-year-old who is 
dependent on alcohol. It is possible 
to leave alcohol behind and to move 
on with your life.”

Police patrols focus on under-age drinkers 



AS with other problems, the 
issue of under-age drinking 
has some Frequently Asked 
Questions. Here are some of 
the answers... 

How to spot someone with 
alcohol poisoning: 

They will have collapsed 
and be difficult or impossible 
to rouse. Their body will be 
cool and clammy and their 
breathing slow and noisy. 
Their eye pupils may be wide 
and there may have vomited 
and wet themselves. 

Dial 999 to call an 
ambulance. See that their 
mouth is clear and they can 
breathe. Turn them onto 
their side. Keep them warm 
and watch them. Do NOT 
leave them alone or give 
them black coffee or 
anything else. And do NOT 
try to stand them up and 
walk them around. 

What do the experts say? 

While there have been 
drinking guidelines for 
adults for many years, there 
has been little guidance for 
under-18s and their parents 
from the government. 

But in January this year, 
the Chief Medical Officer, Sir 
Liam Donaldson issued 
official advice for young 
people and their parents 
about alcohol. The 
recommendations, based on 
extensive research by a panel 
of experts, are: 

• Children should not drink 
before they’re 15, if at all 

• Young people aged 15-17 
should only drink when 
supervised by a parent or 
other adult 

• If 15-17-year-olds drink, 
they should do so 
infrequently and definitely 
on no more than one day a 
week. 

• Young people and their 
parents should be aware that 
drinking, even at age 15 or 
older, can be dangerous to 
health. NOT drinking is the 
healthiest option for young 
people. 

The advice also emphasises 
the importance of parents’ 
influence on their children’s 
drinking. Attitudes to 


alcohol can be passed from 
parent to child because 
children see their parents as 
role models. 

How does binge drinking at 
a young age affect health? 

Drinking too much affects

denied a life-saving 
liver transplant to treat 
cirrhosis (irreversible 
scarring) of the liver. 
Scarred tissue cannot 
function like healthy tissue 
so this condition can be life 


would lead to more people 
suffering alcohol-related 
illnesses at younger ages. 

Short-term health risks 

Consuming enough alcohol 
in a single drinking session 
to get drunk constitutes a 
“binge”, and in the UK, 
around a third of young 
people and adults aged 16 to 
24 admit doing this at least 
once a week. 

Immediate effects of binge 
drinking include confusion, 
blurred vision, poor co- 
ordination and balance, 
nausea, anti-social behaviour 
and an increased risk of 
accidents. There may also be 
slow heartbeat and slow 
breathing, loss of 
consciousness, suffocation 


by choking on your own 
vomit and potentially fatal 
alcohol poisoning. 

Recent research found that 
a drinking binge could also 
leave you wide open to 
infections as well as a 
hangover. Drinking copious 
amounts of alcohol in one 
session scuppers the immune 
system by knocking out 
proteins essential for 
fighting off bacteria and 
viruses. 

The good news is that you 
can reverse these short-term 
effects of drinking alcohol if 
you reduce or stop drinking. 

Long-term health risks 

Drinking too much alcohol 
not only gives you a 
hangover the next morning, 
but binge drinking and/or 
drinking too much on a 
regular basis can also cause 
long-term damage to the 
heart and liver. 

In the long run, alcohol can 
contribute to problems 
including damage to an 
unborn child, liver disease, 
osteoporosis (thinning of the 
bones), pancreatitis, stomach 
ulcers, infertility, heart 
disease, raised blood 
pressure, stroke, dementia 
and brain damage. 

It can also lead to an 
increased risk of cancers, 
particularly breast cancer 
and cancer of the gullet. A 
World Cancer Research Fund 
report (2007) shows alcohol 
increases the risk of cancers 
of the mouth, pharynx, 
larynx, oesophagus, colon 
(especially in men) and 
breast. 

Drinking too much alcohol 
is also frequently associated 
with mental health 
problems, such as depression 
and anxiety. Long-term, 
binge drinking has been 
associated with impaired 
memory and mental 
performance. Binge drinking 
can also increase blood 
pressure, a risk factor for 
heart attacks. 

How to avoid getting 
drunk? 

Take these steps to reduce 
your alcohol intake: 

•Eat before you go out. 
•Drink water regularly and 
before you go to bed after a 
night out. 

•Alternate alcoholic drinks 
with soft drinks or water. 
•Don’t try to keep up with 
friends who drink more than 
you. 

•Try to avoid buying drinks 
in rounds. 

•If possible, sit down while 
you drink - you will drink less 
than you would standing. 

Use more mixers - diluting a 
drink with another mixer 
makes it last longer and 
lessens the effects.
